SPEAKER BANKHEAD TELLS

WASHINGTONT^Feb. 23.-(/P)— 
Speaker Bankhead told his press 
conference today President Roose- 
velt had "rather definitely stated" 
he did not Intend to propose addi- 
tional now legislation to congress 
at this season. 
For this reason,

said, pending legislation to change 
the social security law and provide 
aid for the transportation Industry 
and similar controversial proposals 
would largely determine the length 
of the session. 
The speaker refused, however, to 
predict a definite date for adjourn- 
ment 


Earlier Senator McNary of Ore- 
gon, senate republican leader, had 
offered to cooperate In democratic 
efforts for early enactment of a 
legislative program and subsequent 
prompt adjournment of congress. 
McNary said republicans would 
offer no obstacles to speedy con- 
sideration . of measures which the 
administration wishes to bring to 
the floor. 


"All we want," he said "Is a 
reasonable amount of 
time to 
study each bill on its merits and 
we will be ready to vote." 
Senator Barkley of Kentucky, 
democratic leader, announced yes- 
terday he planned to call the 
chairmen of major committees, 
all of whom are democrats, into 
conference later 
this week 
to 
attempt to line up a program. 


Although Barkley said he felt 
the legislative lull which has kept 
the senate In recess most of the

TREASURY SECRETARY IN-

ury head said. 
, "I sincerely hope congress will 
take a careful look at tho tax 
laws and see If there are any 
deterrents holding back business 
and businessman 
from 
making 


further commitments. 
"I 'think he business man ought 


to feel that the administration 
wants him to go head and take 
normal business risks and make 
money." 


The secretary 
said 
definitely 


no tax proposals except ro-enact- 
ment of expiring excise taxes and 
possibly a measure to raise ap- 
proximately $200,000,000 .for farm 
benefits, had been brought to his 
attention. 
Ha Indicated even proposals for 


new taxes to pay for Increased 
armaments have been sidetrack- 
ed for fear of depressing business 
and he said It was "likely" fur- 
ther defense spending would be 
financed by borrowing1. 


. Morgenthau told a press con- 
ference ho was not willing to say, 
at least yet, whether there are 
any , deterrents

SURPLUSJISPOSAL 


OUTLINES THREE PLANS AND 


INDICATES FAVORS%- 


PORT SUBSIDY^ 


WASHINGTON, Fob, 28$-(/P)— 
Secretary Wallace optllned' today 
three possible plans for dealing 
with the large surplus of Ameri- 
can cotton, then Indicated he fa- 
vored some means of subsidizing 
exports. 


The administration's farm chief 
appeared before on several bills 
dealing with the cotton surplus. 


Declaring the present adminis- 
tration farm program was "funda- 
mentally sound," Wallace said it 
had kept cotton prices from fall- 
Ing below /present levels, and the 
surplus from growing much larg- 
er than It now Is. 


At the same time, Wallace said 
the program could not continue' to 
pile up stocks of cotton under 
government loans and Ignore the 
decreasing exports ot American 
cotton to the world. 
Wallace said there were three 


possible ways of dealing with the 
surplus problem: 
1. Continue the present loan 
program and find some way to 
place American cotton In world 
markets "on a competitive ba- 
sis." 


2. A program of Increasing cot- 
ton growers' Income 
so 
they 


would give up government loans 
and permit a large amount of 
cotton to flow Into domestic and 
foreign channels. 


3. A plan for fixing a 
high 
price on domestlo cotton 
that 


would let the surplus ' flow Into 
world markets for what it would 
bring. 
Recalling that cotton growers 


had voted to continue the pres- 
ent control and benefit program 
with Its mandatory loans, Wallace 
said any change this year In loans 
"might be breaking faith with 
growers." 


Chairman Jones (D-Tex) of the 
house agriculture committee ex- 
pressed the opinion, meanwhile, 
that the government may have 
to try' some new approach 
to 
solving the farm problem; 
Without elaboration, Jones as- 
serted during cbmmottee hearings 
on cost-of-production bills: 
, 
"I'm not sure we're not go- 
ing to have to work out some- 
thing along a different line (than 
the present plan.") 7

FIRM STAND TAKEN ON 


PEACE WITH HONOR BY 


GOVERNMENT HEAD 


PARIS, 
Feb.- 23.—(fl>-France, 


with what Frenchmen considered 
Implied 'American 
and 
British 


support, today took the firmest 
stand for "peace with honor" she 
has adopted since Italy started 
tha 
campaign 
for a share of 
French African colonies. 
Premier Daladler, in a pointed 
address last night to the Ameri- 
can club of Paris, made plain 
his government's policy of bend- 
ing every reasonabo 
effort 
to 
maintain peace but refusing to 
yield to "blackmail." 
"We reject any idea of sur- 
render," Daladler declared. "We 
cannot admit anything but poace 
with honor." 


The Premier's words wore In- 
terpreted widely as a reply to 
American criticism, like that In 
the address by Senator Plttman 
(Dem., Nevada) denouncing the 
English - French appeasement, 
Daladler expressed 
confidence, 


nevertheless, in the 
"solidarity" 


of France and the United States 
In working for. liberty and demo- 
cracy. 


United Stutzn Ambassador Wil- 
liam O. Bullltt, outlining similar 
ideals, gave his assurance that 
"we feel that these are worth 
defending and we Intend to de- 
fend them." 


Tho ambassador said the United 
States was preoccupied, with. a 
"growing apprehension

AUSTIN, Feb. 21.—(ff)—Erection 


of a towering state building to 
house various departments now 
paying $200,000 in annual rentals 
sot studied consideration from the 
Rouse committee that quizzed de- 
partment heads until early today. 
The committee on public build- 
Ings,'looking everywhere for econ- 
omy measures that could provide 
funds for the Austin skyscraper 
without direct taxation on the peo- 
ple, probed deep Into departmental 
finances In a six-hour session. 
Reliable sources said a skyscrap- 
er, costing In the neighborhood of 
$1,000,000 and $1,600,000 had been 
planned, 
Chairman Robert Wood of the 
house committee on public build- 
ings Interrogated every ranking 
state official in search for funds 
and in an effort to pare the state s 
rental expenditures. 
Railroad Commissioner Lon A. 
Smith estimated the commission 
could give an approximate $110,- 
000 annually towards a new state 
building. He said economies effect- 
ed in his department, and a poten- 
tial 20 per cent slash in expenses 
of the department if housed In one 
building, would make It possible for 
the railroad commission to co-oper- 
ate on the project. 


Mrs. D. L. Neal and Mrs. P. A. 
Houston, members of the state 
Board of Cosmetology, estimated 
$100,000 could be taken from their 
surplus fund to bo applied to the 
building. 
Liquor Administrator Bert Ford 
testified his department of liquor 
control paid annual rents of $19,960.

Deduction for Taxes. 


Taxes on real estate and person- 
al property paid during the year 
1938 are deductible. So-called tax- 
es which are assessed against lo- 
cal benefits, such as streets, side- 
walks, drainage, and other like 
improvemento> are not deductible 
but are to be capitalized, as they 
tend to increase the value of the 
property and thus constitute cost 
of a permanent Improvement. The 
federal income tax may not be de- 
ducted. 
The tax on unjust en 


rlchmer.t—a federal tax on Income 
—is not deductible. 
Income tax 
however, paid to the state by an 
Individual on his income is an 
allowable deduction in his federal 
insome tax return. 


Customs duties paid by a person 
on articles imported for his own 
use are deductible. Import or tar- 
iff duties paid to customs officers; 
and business, license, privillgc, ex- 
cise, and stamp taxes paid to In- 
ternal revenue collectors are de- 
ductible as taxes, provided they 
are not added to and made a part 
ot the expenses of the business or 
the cost of the articles of mer- 
chandise with respect to which 
they are paid, in which case they 
cannot be deducted separately as 
a tax. A federal tax is imposed of 
1 per cent for each 10 cents or 
fraction thereof of an amount paid 
for admission to any place (where 
the amount paid is 41 cents or 
more) and is deductible, provided 
an account has been kept by the 
taxpayer of the amount paid. Tax- 
es on club dues are deductible by 
the member paying them. An in- 
dividual may deduct the tax on 
his telephones convrsatlons, radio 
messages, telegrams, and cables, 
and on the rent of his safe-deposit 
box.Unemployment compensation con- 
trlbutlonrf, if officially classified as 
taxes, are deductible as taxes and 
not as business expenses. 
The income tax imposed upon 
employees by section 801 of the 
Social Security Act may not bo 
deducted by the employees. But 
the excise taxes imposed upon 
employers by sections 804 and 001 
of the Social Security Act may be 
deducted by thee employers Also, 
Jf an employer pays ten income 
tax on employees under section 
801,' the amount may bo deducted 
by the employer as an ordinary 
and necessary business expense, 
and the employees are required to 
report as additional income in 
their federal Income tax returns 
the amounts of the tax so paid by 
them. 
License fees exacted by a state 
or city upon certain businesses 
are deductible as taxes. Automo- 
bile license fees are 
ordinarily 
taxes and deductible. Postage is 
not a tax and is not deductible. 
In general taxes are deductible 
only by the person upon whom 
they are Imposed. 


Federal estate and gift taxes 
and state Inheritance; estate, leg- 
acy, or succession taxes are not 
deductible on federal income tax 
returns. The federal taxes on au- 
tomobiles, gasoline, cigarettes, and 
liquor are imposed upon the man- 
ufacturer, producer, or Importer 
and are not deductible by the pur- 
chaser or consumer. 
Whether or 
not the gasoline tax or the sales 
tax levied by a state may be de- 
ducted by the individual purchas- 
er depends upon the terms of the 
state law Imposing the tax; conse- 
quently, the right to the deduct- 
ion, .as bewcan purchaser and sell- 
er, varies in the 'different states.

The dis- 
ease Is most prevalent and seri- 
ous In urban centers where con- 
tact with people Is most fre- 
quent. Pneumonia Is always dan- 


V gerous but It Is especially so to 


persons In a run-down condition. 
This accounts for the number of 
cases following illness fr'om some 
other disease. 


The germs that cause pneu- 


monia are spread 
by 
careless 
coughers, sneezers, spltters and 
objects they thus Infect. The first 
symptoms are usually a severe 
chill and fever, a very sick feel- 
Ing, loss of appetite, rapid breath- 
Ing and a heavy sensation In the 
chest. 
Sometimes ' 
coughing 
brings up blood from 
the In- 


flamed lungs. Any of these symp- 
toms should be the signal for go- 
ing to bed at once and sending 


0- for your family doctor. 


The rules and prevention 
of 
other respiratory 
diseases apply 


o pneumonia. These rules should 
ecome personal habits and not 


put on, or off at times of preva- 
lence or absence of disease. Fer- 
sons should avoid careless cough- 
ers and sneezers even If It means 
rudeness. Wash your hands thor- 
oughly before each meal. Keep 
your hands, pencils, money and 
such objects away 
from 
your 


mouth and nose. Get plenty of 
fresh air day and night. Exer- 
cise and eat in moderation and 
wear clothing suitable for 
the 


weather. 
Pneumonia ranks second as a 
cause of death In Texas. In 1038 
Jf.132 persons died of this dis- 
ease. It should be remembered 
/that contagious and Infectious dis- 
eases cannot be decreased or elim- 
inated without the co-operation of 
the people and this means the 
people who are sick with con- 
tagious and Infectious 
diseases 


should be Isolated and visited as 
little as possible by relatives and 
friends.

came up from Central America 
and Mexico In 1893, Is a fixture 
of the cotton patch—or at least 
t was a fixture of the

patch until M. W. Dye of Seattle 
came along. 


Now Mr. Dye Is no Pled Piper 


of Weevlland. Mr. Dye, on 
the 


other hand, laughingly refers to 
himself as an amateur botanist. 
Standing among the 
daffodils, 


bluebonncts and orchids of the 
National Flower Show at Hous- 
ton the other day, Mr. Dye an- 
nounced he might have something 
—something that might rid the 
South of boll weevils. 
"What," queried a bunch of re- 


porters, "have you that 
might 


clean out these pesky weevils?" 
"Flower," said Mr. Dye with- 


Ing blushing, "a flower that eats 
meat." 


Then he showed them a dar- 


llngtonla, a carnivorous plant that 
grows In the mountains of Ore- 
gon.The 
reporters 
gasped. 
They 


were dumfounded when the dar- 
ltngtonla ate a piece of hambur- 
ger meat from Mr. Dye's hand. 


"I do not know," went on the 
amazing Mr. Dye," whether my 
plant will cat boll weevils. They 
eat earwigs In Oregon and I sup- 
pose they will eat weevils." 


The Incredible 
botanist 
then 


suggested that he sic his meat 
eating plant on a weevil. 


Now the people of Texas and 
even the chambers of commerce 
admit there are weevils here but 
nobody carries them around In 
their pockets, so the reporters 
suggested Mr. Dye go to a cot- 
ton patch and try out his plant.

KILLED RESULT FOG 


SIX STUDENT FLIERS BAIL 
OUT SAFELY WHILE 4 PLANES 


LAND IN ALABAMA 


PENSACOLA, Fla., Feb.

planes were wrecked and 
two pilots killed on a rou-

night. 


Rain washed away the 


fog at dawn today, disclosing the 
fuU toll to officers of the Pensa- 
cola navaT ftlr station'. 
Six student fliers escaped by 
balling out in the darkness in their 
first parachute Jumps. Four pilots 
landed safely in South Alabama. 
Lieut. G. F. Presser, Sr., a Brazil- 
Ian navy officer receiving regular 
training hero, died when his plane 
crashed and burned at Corry Field, 
where land planes are quartered. 
Lieut. N. M. Ostergren was found 
In his wrecked and burned plane 
near McDavId, Fla., about 25 miles 
north of Fensacola. The fog kept 
his fate a mystery until after dawn, 
when scouting planes took to the 
air for a search of the entire sec-' 
tton. 
Lieut. J. P. Monroe, aide to the 
commandant, said there was noth-- 
ing anxious ground crews could do 
except wait for the pilots to Jump. 
The planes were three radio-equip- 
ped two-seat instruction ships and 
nine single-seated land craft (Boe- 
ing), with high landing speed that 
makes it difficult for them to alight 
on soft ground, were not equipped 
with radio. 
Four of the deserted ships fell 
on the government reservation. 
In addition to Lieut. Presser, an- 
other Brazilian officer, Lieut. A. C. 
P. Horta, was in the group. He 
leaped to safety. 
The two Brazilian officers were 
In training under a long-standing 
naval policy of aiding South ana 
Central American countries to pre- 
pare their fighting forces, said 
those close to the air station. 
These two were on their final 
test flight along with the other stu- 
dents. 
A law approved by congress last 
summer permits training of South 
American aviators in United States 
service schools. 
Nine advanced students and three 
Instructors took off early last night 
for. a routine after-dark flight. 
Not long after they were aloft a 
soupy fog rolled in from the Gulf 
of Mexico. The fliers were" faced 
with the choice of hunting an air- 
port that was not fog-bound or 
flying until their gasoline was ex- 
hausted and jumping. 
All their planes save one crashed 
within 10 miles of Pensacola.

PROPOSED BILL MAY 
START BATTLE OVER 


STATEJOUNDARY 


WOULD PERMTTTEXAS COM- 
MERCIAL FISHERMEN ENTER 
CLAIMED LOUISIANA AREA 


AUSTIN, Feb. 23.—(J)—A pro- 
posal intended to protect Texas 
commercial fishermen but which 
may precipitate a battle over de- 
termination of the boundary line 
between Texas and Louisiana was 
ready for introduction 
In the 
house of representatives today. 
Rep. DeWltt Kinard of Port 
Arthur wrote the bill which would, 
he says, extend the Texas boun- 
dary into territory claimed by 
Louisiana in the Sablne Pass at the 
southeast tip of Texas. 
The proposal would permit Texas 
commercial fishermen to fish "in 
the coastal waters bounded on the 
oast by a line drawn from the 
Sablne pass and extending three 
marine leagues (9 miles) into tho 
Gulf of Mexico, said line cutting 
across the east Sablne jetty at a 
point 20 feet north of the present 
fishing pier known as the Yayceo 
pier and following along the coast 
line of Texas to the present ac- 
knowledged boundary between tho 
state of Texas and the Republic of 
Mexico." 
"When Texas became a state," 
Kinard said, "It reserved the right 
to extend its boundaries to the 
middle of the Sablne river, lake 
i 
and pass. We also were permitted 
to take jurisdiction over submerg- 
ed lands 90 miles Into the gulf. 
This bill merely takes advantage 
of those provisions." 
Louisiana Takes Jetties 
Kinard said he had been inform- 
ed Louisiana recently had taken 
possession of the east Sablne jet- 
ties. His bill, he said, would give 
part of the jetties to Texas. 
Observers saw the 
Important 
question of mineral rights and oil 
production Involved and hinted the 
bill, If passed, might bring pro- 
tests from Louisiana with a dis- 
pute carried 
into the 
supreme 
court of the United States. 
* 
"The fact that commercial fish- 
ermen from other states are fish- 
ing in the coastal waters over 
which the sovereign state of Texas 
has jurisdiction, without licenses 
/rom this state, resulting in unfair 
competlton and working hardships 
on rcsdent commercial fishermen, 
creates an emergency," the bill 
said. 
The proposal otherwise would 
not change the commercial fish- 
ing license of $3 and provide for 
reciprocal licenses In that a non- 
resident could purchase a commer- 
cial license for the same fee charg- 
ed in his state. It provided a $100 
to $500 fine for violation. 
Will J. Tucker, secretary of the 
game commission, said there had 
been trouble on the east'jetty in 
Sablne Pass . last summer when 
Louisiana wardens collected license 
fees from Texas fishermen who 
were fishing In what they presum- 
ed Texas territory.

M. Aikin, Jr., of Paris, it was di- 
rected at cotton gin operators. 
Senate Accepts Amendment 
As introduced the 
bill would 
have extended the unemployment 
tax to employers of six or more 
persons but the senate accepted an 
amendment leaving It at eight, the 
present requirement. 
Senate action included adoption 
of 
house concurrent 
resolutions 
asking Texans In congress to op- 
pose a resolution by which the fed- 
eral government would assert title 
to submerged lands along the Texas 
coast which are now vested In the

GOVERNOR ITDANIEL 
SENDS MESSAGE UPON 


HANDL1NG_F1NANCES 


ALSO ASSERTS BELIEF TAX 


COLLECTIONS COULD BE 


IMPROVED UPON 


'AUSTIN, Feb. 21.—W— 


Governor W. Lee O'Daniel 
:oday recommended to the 
legislature abolition of at 
least 55 funds in which the 
state keeps its money and 
provision for a more cen- 
:ralized method of hand- 
in? Its finances. 


The governor's message pointed 


iut that funds of the state gov- 
rnment naw are deposited in 105 
accounts. 


"Some of .these separate funds 
mist, of course, be maintained," 
he message said. "It would seem 
hese funds 
could 
be divided 
roughly Into the following groups: 
"Those which the constitution of 
he state requires to be maintain- 
ed; other funds which must be 
maintained because of the relation- 
ship between the state and the 
"ederal government. 
"There are also bonds, endow- 
ment and Investment funds 
as 
well as certain law enforcement 
'unds. Baaed on the study which 
I have made, I believe at least SS 
of these funds can be abolished." 
-The governor asserted belief a 
itll could be enacted to Increase 
.he efficiency of state tax col- 
ectlon. He said: 
"It seems to me that a bill could 
je enacted which would Increase 
ha efficiency of our system of 
collecting state taxes, simplify the 
system of accounts now kept by 
the state treasurer, centralize the 
ecordfl of the fiscal affairs of the 
state In a single office (that of 
:ho comptroller) and at the same 
:lme give 
furrther ' protection 
against loss In collection of state 
revenues and establish more direct 
egtslatlve control of public expen- 
ditures. 
'Sound business policy makes 
necessary that In so far as possi- 
ble all state revenue be deposited 
Immediately In the state treasury 
and paid out only in response to 
direct legislative appropriation." 
The governor urged early atten- 
tion to the subject, which he sub' 
mltted as emergency legislation. 
In a separate memorandum at- 
tached to what he termed 
a 
"rough draft" of a bill to accom- 
plish the purpose of the message, 
Governor 
O'Daniel 
said 
there 


might be other Instances where 
funds could be abolished or some 
of those he suggested eliminating 
might have to be retained. 
"I believe," he said, "there should 
be added to this bill at the proper 
place a section or sections direct- 
Ing that hereafter all revenue col- 
lected by the state government or 
any of its agencies must be depoa- 
ted In the state treasury and paid 
out only on direct legislative ap- 
propriation. 


"Of course, tha constitution in 
some cases controls this matter, 
but in most Instances It seems to 
me that the legislature 
should 
provide for every' dollar of the 
state expended be Included In the 
btnnlal budget. 
"This bill Is only an outline draft 
and I shall thank you if you will 
feel- free to use this • outline, or 
prepare a complete new bill as In 
your judgment Is best and follow 
this legislation through to final 
passage." 
A special fund Is simply a book- 
keeping item. 
Actual money of 


the state is kept In the treasury 
and various bank depositories over 
the state. 


Some special funds have been 
created by the constitution, for ex- 
ample, 
the 
permanent 
school 
Funds. Most have been originated 
ay legislative enactment, which 
levied a tax or a fee for a pur- 
pose and earmarked the revenue 
for that purpose. An example of 
the latter type Is the game de- 
artment fund, which Is fed by 
fees for hunting and fishing II- 
centtes. 


Money In on* fund cannot be 
transferred to another without a 
constitutional amendment, in the 
case of a constitutional fund, or a 
law, in the case of a fund estab- 
lished by law.
